from the third part, hav e bent parts that fac e e ach othor at a pr e det e nninod spacing. 

23. (currently amended) The organic electroluminescent device according to 
Claim 22, whoroin a the gate is provid e d so as to cove ring at least a part of each of the 
pluralitv of second parts and at least a part of each of the pluralitv of fourth parts, the 
b e nt parts of th e sourc e and th e dra i n. 

24. (currently amended) The organic electroluminescent device according to 
Claim 22, one of the pluralitv of second parts being sandwiched between two of the 
pluralitv of fourth parts, whoroin tho bont parts of tho source and tho dra i n aro prov i ded 
in a comb - shap e and face each other at a pr e d e t e rmin e d spacing. 

25. (currently amended) The organic electroluminescent device according to 
Claim 22 18, the organic thin-film transistor including a source having a spiral shape 
and a drain having a spiral shape, wh e r e in tho bont parts of tho sourco and tho dra i n 
arc provided in a spira l shape and fac e each othor at a prodotorminod spacing.
